Reckless “ stunt fly ers,” they co n­ 
tend. hav e mo st o f the accidents— 
no t the careful o nes. 
The fact remains that Lieut. Cy rus 
K. Bettis o f the army air serv ice, 
who was nearly killed In a recent 
crash, and Co m. J o hn Ro dgers, hero 
o f the nav y ’s San Franclso o -Hawall 
flight, who perished in a fall into the 
J Delaware riv er, were no t reckless 
fly ers. 
As army and nav y men they to o k 
o ccasio nal risks which civ il av iatio n 
o rdinarily do esn’t call fo r, but, bo th 
prudent and highly ex perienced, they 
didn’t take them.unnecessarily . 
They weren’t taking them at the 
time o f their respectiv e -falls.

thing go es serio usly wro ng with an 
airplane, no bo dy ^ regardless o f his 
skill and co urage, can defy grav ity .

Indiana was a part of this terri­ 
tory, a gift from Virginia to the 
general 
government, and was laid 
off in squ ares of six miles each cal­ 
led congressional 
townships, these 
were su b-divided into squ ares 
of 
one mile each called sections and 
every sixteenth 
section 
was 
set 
apart for pu blic 
school 
pu rposes 
and if sold before su ch su rvey and 
segregation, then the section most 
contingu ou s thereto was to be held 
for the benefit of the congressional 
liool fu nd. 
O11 the 19 th of April, 1816, con­ 
gress invited Indiana territory, to 
meet and adopt a constitu tion, mak ­ 
ing the foregoing provision for pu b­ 
lic schools 
one of the conditions. A 
convention was called and adopted 
a constitu tion and Indiana was ad­ 


mitted on the 11th day of t)eeember, 
1816, as the 19 th state in the u n­ 
ion. 
The early settlers of Ru sh cou nty 
had the same hardships that settlers 
in other parts of the state endu red. 
The children mu st be hou sed 
and 
edu cated 
and 
teachers 
procu red. 
Anyone who cou ld read and write a 
good hand and 
“ cipher” 
to the 
“ single ru le of three” was iq great] 
demand. He mu st “ board 
arou nd” 
among the families in the neighbor 
hood and was qu ite 
often 
fou nc 
preaching on Su nday in the 
little 
log tfabin which-" served 
as 
both 
school hou se and meeting hou se. 
If he cou ld mak e 
a good 
goose 
qu ill pen, this art added to his qu al 
ideations. His wages were made u p 
from the school fu nd— then insigni 
flcant— and from an 
amou nt 
per 
scholar paid by the parent of the 
child. Frequ ently school was tau ghi; 
in 
a 
“ squ atters” 
cabin. 
These 
“ squ atters” were generally trappers 
and hu nters, who moved on, as the 
actu al settlers came in. 
That the you ng people, who reac 
this may k now ju st what k ind of 
school hou se these 
early 
settlers 
“ k ept school” in, I will describe one 
of them so the you ng people may 
compare them 
with 
the 
palatia 
bu ildings of today. They were u su 
ally sixteen by eighteen feet, bu i 
of rou nd logs, as they grew in the 
forest, and frOm eight to ten inches 
in diameter, laid one 
011 top of an 
other after the 
manner of a rai 
pen, only that notches were cu t 
in 
each and called the “ saddle” which 
served to lock the logs firmly toget 
her and lessen the space 
between 
them so it cou ld be “ clink ed” anc 
plastered with mu d to k eep ou t the 
cold, snow, wind and rain. 
When bu ilt high 
enou gh— abou ; 
seven feet—the end logs were slop 
ed to correspond 
to the 
desirec 
“ pitch” given the roof and smaller 
logs were laid across to su pport the 
roof. The last log on top was callec 
the “ ridge” pole. 
The 
roof 
was 
made of clapboard 
and 
held in 
place by poles laid across the ends 
where the boards “ lapped” as there 
were 110 nails to fasten 
them. Later 


011 wooden “ nails” or 
pegs were 
u sed. Tools 
to 
work 
with were 
scarce and the logs, projecting 
ai; 
the corners, were seldom sawed off 
The opening for the door was cu t 
into the room where 
most conven­ 
ient, while the windows were made 
by bu tting ou t a log on each side 
or heewing ou t half of 
two logs 
Instead of glass, paper, pasted over 
these long windows was u sed to ad ­ 
mit light. The fire place was bu ilt 
at one end of the room and if 
large room one at each end. These 
fireplaces 
were 
sometimes 
large 
enou gh to tak e in a ten foot “ back 
log” and some times a horse wa 
u sed to drag the “ back log” in the 
hou se. This log was placed in the 
rear 
of the 
fireplace—hence 
its 
name—and u pon it and before it, 
was placed smaller wood or bru sh 
to start a fire. The chimneys were 
bu ilt ou tside the 
hou se 
of stick s 
and plastered with mu d to protect 
against a fire. The lloor, when one 
was u sed, was 
made 
of 
“ pu n 
eheons” or split logs, 
as 
there 
were 110 saw mills. 
Sometimes 
there 
was 
neither 
lloor nor chimney bu t instead a fire 
was bu rning ou tside and live coals 
were carried in and placed in 
the 
center of the room 
011 the grou nd. 
There was 
110 ceiling bu t the roof 
and if the chimney tailed to “ draw ” 
the 
smok e 
escaped 
throu gh 
the 
crack s in the room. The seats were 
made of split logs in which holes 
were bored and wooden legs set in. 
A high seat was placed near 
the 
windows, 
where 
a writing 
desk 
made of the same pu ncheons 
was 
placed to accommodate those 
who 
“ did writing.” The door was made 
of clapboard fastended 
on 
cross 
pieces and* swu ng on wooden hin­ 
ges. The little ones sitting 
011 these 
high benches, 
with 
110 
back rest, 
desk nor foot rest cou ld enjoy him­ 
self, 
with Webster’s 
speller, while 
swinging his weary little legs. 
The only 
redeeming featu re of 
this tortu re was the shortness 
of 
the session and the term. The won­ 
der is, not that the early settlers’ 
children grew u p with limited edu ­ 
cation, bu t that they acqu ired any 
at all. One set of book s answered 
the whole family as it passed down 
from oldest to next. This pictu re is 
not overdrawn and not of my imag­

"kept school "in, I will describe one 
of them so the young people may 
compare, them with the 
palatial 


buildings of today. They were usu- 
ally sixteen by eighteen, feet, built 
of round logs, as-they grew in the 
forest, and from eight to ten inches 
in diameter, laid one on top of an- 
other after the manner of a rail 
pen, only that notches were cut in 
each and called the "saddle" which 
served to lock the logs firmly toget-. 
her and lessen the space between 
them so it could be "clinked" and 
plastered with mud to keep out the 
cold, snow, wind and rain. 


When built high enough—about 


seven feet—the end logs were slop- 
ed to correspond 
to the 
desired 


"pitch" given the roof and smaller 
logs were laid across to support the 
roof. The last log on top was called 
the "ridge" pole.. The roof 
was 


made of clapboard 
and 
held in 


place by poles laid across the ends 
where the boards "lapped" as there 
were no nails to fasten .them. Later 
on wooden "nails" or pegs 
used. Tools to, work 
with 


scarce and, the logs, projecting at 
the corners, were seldom sawed off. 


The opening for the door was cut 


into the room where most conven- 
ient, while the windows were made 
by butting out a log on each side 
or heewing out half of 
two logs. 


Instead of glass, paper, pasted over 
these long windows was used to ad- 
mit light. The fire place was built 
at one end of the room and if a 
large room one at each end. These 
fireplaces 
were sometimes 
large 


enough to take in a ten foot "back 
log" and some times a horse was 
used to drag the "backlog" in tbt 
house. This log was placed in the 
rear 
of the fireplace—hence its 


name—and upon it and before it, 
was placed smaller wood or brush 
to start a .fire. The chimneys were 
built outside the 
house of sticks 


and plastered with mud to protect 
against a' fire.
